As  for  the  actual  causes  of  Deaths  for  all 
ages,  there  has  been  no  increase  that  could  be  directly 
attributable  to  adverse  environmental  living  condition 
factors  within  the  District.,  although  the  total  number 
of  both  Male  and  Female  Deaths  has  increased  respectively 
by  eight  and  eleven.  As  in  the  preceding  year  the  two 
main  productive  death  groups  have  been  (as  elsewhere) 
associated  with  rialignant  disease  and  with  the  "cardiac- 
vascular”  group.  Both  taose  groups  are  of  the  senile 
category.  As  has  already  been  stated,  there  have  been 
no  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis. 

Of  Infectious  Diseases,  there  has  been  no 
appreciable  epidemic  - whooping  cough  accounted  for  only 
21  occurrences,  a marked  diminution  that  could  be  well 
attributable  to  the  recerit  introduction  of  anti-whooping 
cough  vaccination.  Scarlet  fever,  now  a very  mild 
disease,  although  still  notifiable,  produced  only  six 
cases  in  all. 

In  conclusion,  I should  yet  again,  like  to 
thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their  interest,  and 
the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  willini?  co-operation  and  help.
